New county commission’s

The first bimonthly meeting ot 
the newly sworn in Coffee County 
Commission was brief and to the 
point Monday morning. With new 
commission chairperson Linda 
Westbrook presiding over the meet 
ing, commissioners moved through 
the short meeting agenda 

Commissioners heard a com- 
plaint from Thomas Boswell con 
cerning Co. Rd, 234. He told com 
missioners that the dirt road was 
approximately 200 yards long and 
that he was the only resident on the 
road. 

Boswell said his problems started 
about four years ago when the road 
Was numbered and a stop sign was 
placed at the intersection of Co, Rd. 
228. He noted that motorists would 
come down the road and would 
park, “drink beer” and throw their 
empty containers out on the road- 
way and in the right-of-way. 

A request was made by Boswell 
that the road be “closed” (no longer 
identified as a public road). He was 
told that a petition bearing the sig- 
natures of all the landowners would 
be required in order to close the 
road, 

After a short discussion, Com 
missioner Kayo Lewis told Boswell 
that he and county engineer Randy 
Tindell would, “look at the situa 
tion and see what needs to be 
done.” 

Chairperson Westbrook proposed 


a resolution that the commission 
support the economic development 
projects taking place within the 
county 100 percent to create job 
Opportunities for county residents. 
One current project is presently 


underway by 


the Enterprise Coffee 
Economic Development 
Corporation. 

On a motion made by Commis- 
sioner Tom Grimsley and seconded 
by Commissioner Jim Thompson, 
the commission voted to provide 
both monetary support and assis- 
tance from the county highway 
department. 

In other business, the commts- 
sioners approved the hiring of tem- 
porary employees to assist with the

Siegelman proclaims Dec. 4-8 
as Winter Weather Awareness Week 


Alabama Governor Don Siegel 
man has proclaimed December 4-8, 
2000 as Winter Weather Awareness 
Week in Alabama. 

The Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency (CCEMA), 
the National Weather Service and 
the Enterprise Chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross join together to 
inform area citizens about winter 
weather and how it impacts our 
state, 

One may not think of Alabama as 
a state that is direcUy impacted by 
severe Weather because it is situat- 
ed in the middle of the Deep 
South. However, winter weather 
has been the primary care of weath 
er-related deaths and injuries in 
past years. Remember the blizzard 
of March 1993 when a snowstorm 
of record proportion hit Alabama? 
More than 13 inches of snow fell 
during a 24-hour period that year in 
the Birmingham area 

Given these facts, the following 
are some winter safety rules 

* Check battery powered equip 
ment before the storm arrives. You 
may have to depend on a potable 
radio or television for weather 
information 

* Check tood supplies and stock 
with items that do not require cook 
ing or refrigeration in the case of 
power failure. Ensure you have a 
manually operated can opener for 
canned foods 

* Check your supply of heating 
fuel and prevent fire hazards from 
fireplaces or other heating sources

* Get your vehicle winterized and 
keep water out of your fuel tank by 
keeping the tank full.
